Only Fourteen Yearn of Age at

Oscar /(lineman, 
son of Mr and

probably the youngest soldier fioni 
Pennsylvania, if not

He enlisted last April when 
only fourteen y ear* old and is now 
with the American arm y in France 
His father saw- service in the Ger­ 
man navy aud wa* ait engineer on 
the Hohenzollcrn, Em peror William’s 
private yacht, 
ami frequently saw 
the Kaiser.

traced its progress.

Throwing down his t o o l s in his fa th ­

The parent 
‘did not object, but thought the laiy 
would not be accepted. 
“ I want to join the coast artillery,” 
said Zinneman to the recruiting offi­ 
cer ut York, who accepted the youth 
preliminarily. 
Three day* 
later he 
passed the physical test at H arrisburg 
and wa* sent to Columbus, <>. There 
the officer* in charge hesitated two 
day.- before accepting so youthful a 
recruit. 
When the 
consent 
of bis 
parents was shown in writing. Zinne­ 
man was sworn into the service. 
Two months later 
he was sent 
to 
Fort Hamilton, N. Y. 
Here he passed 
another physical examination, but hi* 
tender years were again questioned. 
"You are a brave I xiv to enlist in de­ 
fense of your country at fourteen", 
said the colonel. 
Later he wa* tra n s­ 
ferred to Fort Adams, Newport, R. 
I., ami a few day* after passing his 
fifteenth birthday

Thirty thousand men at 40 ship­ 
yards along the Gulf and Atlantic 
coasts are now' rushing to completion 
250 hulls for ships which will compose 
the Initial unit of Uncle Sam’s great 
wooden fleet to “bridge the ocean “ 
So rapidly has the work gone forward 
that It Is expected the first hulls will 
be launched the latter part of this 
month.

“The Emergency Fleet corporation 
program first called for the launching 
of hulls In November, 1917,” says Mr.

Tile ready adaptability of rats to 
their surroundings is one of the quali­ 
ties which has enabled them to con 
quer the world, El VV.

On the approach of warm weather 
iii sum mer large numbers of them 
leave b gildings and resort to fields on 
farm s or to the outskirts of the towns.
